Subject: Vertical Antenna Question 


Since becoming a ham about twelve years ago, I've almost exclusively used 
vertical antennas, and most of that time it's been a Cushcraft R7. It wasn't 
long though, until I discovered I was having trouble hearing people. At 
first I blamed it on my rig, but after owning several rigs, then getting 
into QRP and building a gazillion QRP rigs, I've decided the problem is my 
antenna. 


I almost always call CQ to initiate contacts, and usually I barely can hear 
the fellow who answers me, whether he's QRP or QRO. It's embarrassing to 


give a fellow operating 100 watts or more a worse report than he gives my 
1/2 or 1 watt and sometimes someone is actually offended. During QRP 
contests I've discovered I can't call CQ because most people who answer me 
aren't copiable. I do hear plenty of loud signals on the band, and they hear 
me if I call them, but usually the people who answer CQ's are ones I can 
barely hear. 


Although I can't have a tower here, and I can't do much with wires, it seems 
to me that I need some sort of receiving antenna. I'm getting tired of 
telling some QRO guy that my 1/2 watt Micromountaineer, or Rock-Mite, or K2 
for that matter, is having trouble hearing him.

Hi George I listened on a low dipole and my killer vertical and heard 
Zip from Dan. There was zero propagation this way, period. 


Nearly all of us in this area on the NETXQRP Tornados and Dust Devils 
teams worked both Foxii and a few of us even caught Paul for a 
Truffle. I worked Tom at 0210 and then Dan at 0212. Not terribly 
strong signals but readable enough for Clean Sweeps.

Had I heard an ESP signal on the correctly found frequency I 
could have at least called Dan. I never heard him even once. You live 
about 800 miles East of me and that was enough to hear him. 


As a gentle hint, I would pay less attention to the solar forecasts 
and listen more to the Foxii and the Hounds. What you hear is what you 
get, not what someone expects you to get. I find that I can tell 
pretty much what the band is doing by getting on at 0130 and chasing 
the Truffle and seeing who he is working. Then we know that the band 
will start going longer after about 0230 and come back again around 
0330. Seems to happen that way here most of the time. Last night Tom 
was loudspeaker copy at 0350 and begging for calls.

I worked Tom on a QSB peak. We were both 449. Again George, your 
800 miles closer! Tom was never speaker quality here. 


Also, I found that I was using four different antennas at various 
times last evening to maximize the Fox signal. Tom fell to the 
East/West 20-meter EDZ while the 80-meter full-wave loop snared Dan. 
But at other times, the Butternut HF-9V vertical was stronger than 
either. Propagation was highly variable last evening, especially after 
0300. Can't have too many antennas for Fox Hunting! <:}

Folks, 
Did a quick check with the subject devices. 
Conclusion: 


With 6.8 Ohms at R18 and using a good heatsink, the 2N2222A will deliver 
just as much power as the 2N3053A. Keep the 2222s and use a good heatsink. 


I didn't have a 6.8 Ohm so I used a 5.1 and 1 Ohm in series for 6.1 Ohms. 
The power output for both transistors was essentially the same (~650 mW in 
my souped up R-M/40). Doing a few calculations on current and power in the 
devices indicates that this is near the upper limit of dissipation for the 
2222s. 


A sample of one is not a good test! But using a 2N3053 in place of a 
2N2222 is only of benefit for much higher power levels (R18 =/< 5.1 Ohms). 
Also, the 3053s are not as good a device at higher frequencies -- 2222s = 
200 MHz, 3053s = 100 MHz. My choice for higher power would be a 2N2219A 
(also 200 MHz) or some equivalent. 


In order to account for variations in device tolerances, a larger sample of 
parts needs to be tested. Also the test should be done in a stock R-M/40 
or R-M/20 to be of benefit to most R-M owners. Hope to do that in the near 
future.

This morning I looked at my bank statement on the internet. The 
total is the result of wire transfers (internet) from Paypal for things 
I sold on E-Bay, my annuity is also a wire transfer.

Hounds, 

As a matter of policy I log all dups. This is a result of my 
experience as part of a Rover team during the VHF contests. 

Trying to be as reliable and efficient as possible we use paper 
logging and developed a log "form". It contains a space for the 
stations call and space for each band we have. So all we do is just 
enter the call, grid, and time. As we "run the bands" we just enter 
the time. If the front op makes a qso, he can pass the sheet back 
to the other op and he can run the bands and all he does is enter 
the times. There is no worry about computer qrm or hard disks 
crashing. We don't bother keeping track of dups during the contest 
unless the station we call says we are a dup. After the contest is 
when we find the dups but leave them in the log and flag it as dup. 
That way both contacts are in the log but only one is counted. Who 
knows which contact the other station will log... better safe than 
Sorry. 

For the fox hunts I paper log and after the hunt I enter the contacts 
in an Excel spread sheet and then sort to find the dups.

I've mainly heard the term "leakage inductance" applied to conventional 
transformers. It comes from flux that links one winding only, rather than 
both. I really don't see how leakage inductance is going to reduce Q or 
decrease efficiency though. Air core coils are pretty high Q and are often 
used as feed line common mode chokes in lieu of those using ferrite cores. 


My understanding is that the Z of windings on ferrites often has a large 
resistive component, resulting in only moderate Q at best. But Q is nota 
big issue in this application, since the goal is to choke the CM currents 
down to a very small value. If this is achieved, there will not be much 
power loss in the cores. I do realize however, that in high power 
applications even the small amount of power dissipated in the cores has to 
be considered when designing the choke balun. 


I hadn't seen anyone recommend binocular cores for feedline choke baluns 
before. But now I've done some Google searches and see that some pretty 
serious ops do just that. I'd like to learn more about the application of 
those cores in feedline chokes and in circuits. Do you use a core with 
large enough holes so that you can wind multiple turns of coax through it? 
Or do you make bifilar windings of smaller wire and connect that to the 
coax on each end?

>Chuck raises a good point. Does anybody have a stock number for some heat 
>sinks that will fit on the 2N2222? 


Here are my variants for homemade heat sinks for electronic parts in small 
plastic and metal cases. 


Variant 1 (for artists HI): Use a small copper pipe (hobby stores) with an 
ID a little bit smaller than the 2N2222 case. Cut one end of the pipe in 4 
or 6 small strips and bend the strips in a right angle. The heat sink will 
look like a small star (finger heat sink). 


Variant 2 (for others like me): Use a thick/solid metal plate (3-5mm) of 
copper or alumin(i)um. Drill a hole (a little bit smaller than the 
transistor case) in the plate and press the 2N2222 transistor gently (!) in 
the plate. You can also screw on the metal plate with the transistor on the 
inner metal surface of the Altoid.

I've lost two recently, one due to venting, using the Maha Charges. I 
figure the one vented due to overheating. I am figuring that as the 


batterers begin to show their age they really begin to need more careful 
charging. So I went out and got one of the newer MH-C401FS changers. This 
thing holds four batteries but charges each one individually. This way I 
avoid the risk of overheating one battery because the other one in the pair 
is not yet fully charged.

Hi Gary and gang, 


The below text is from a posting from a contester who measured 1:1 baluns 
and drew the following conclusions. I've wound coax chokes on 2 liter Coke 
bottles as a form, taped it up and cut away the rest of the bottle with a 
shop knife. You would introduce additional loss to the system as was 
indicated before with high SWR so maybe use better coax to the tuner from 
the balun? 


Conclusions 


- A 1:1 coaxial balun with excellent choking reactance for 10 through 20 
meters can be made by winding 6 turns of RG-213 on inexpensive 4 inch PVC 
sewer pipe. 


- For 40 or 30 meters, use 12 turns of RG-213 on 4 inch PVC sewer pipe. 


- Don't bunch the turns together. Wind them as a single layer on a form. 
Bunching the turns kills the choking effect at higher frequencies. 


- Don't use too many turns. For example, the HyGain manuals for my 10 and 
15 meter yagis both recommend 12 turns 6 inches in diameter. At the very 
least this is about 3 times as much coax as is needed, and 

these dimensions actually give less than the desired choking impedance on 
10 and 15 meters. 


Roy W7EL sent me this recently on the subject: 


I use 8-10 turns of RG-174 on a 1.25" ferrite toroid, type 43 or any of the 
70 series ferrites. I mount it at the feedpoint with a couple of cable ties 
or a spot of hot melt glue or RTV.

When I built my 2N2/40, I took a tin snips to an Altoids tin. Later I got 
some official heat sinks from Digikey, but other than cosmetics, I'm not 
sure it made any difference. 


These were for the 2N2222A's in the metal can. TO-92 heat sinks are a lot 
easier to come by. 


Digikey lists 4 different TO-92 heat sinks, 3 in stock: 

294-1003-ND Aluminum 7 watt 

294-1001-ND Black 3 watt 

HS251-ND Black 1 watt 
Only the one watter is available in quantities less than 250 (although I 
have found that sometimes on the phone you can talk them out of those 
minimum orders, especially in cases like the 3 watter where the minimum 
order is 250 but they only have 90 in stock, obviously they're not packaged 
by 250's). 


I think the metal can is a TO-5 (can't recall for sure). Digikey has about 
2 dozen models of those, all available in quantity one. 


Most of them are around 50 cents but they have some Thermalloy jobbies for 
over ten bucks!

I got one from Walmart. It's called a 'Rinpoche" Ni-MH Smart Charger. 


I don't know what is so smart about it, no schematic. It came with 4 
each of the AA 1850mAh batteries, the brand on these would be COSLIGHT 


and they are green and blue and silver. They claim to be "Ultra High 
Capacity" NiMH types. 


I do not know if this charger has a uP in it, but it seems to be 
exactly like the one you described from Sam's. The label claims "Made 
in China, Input 120VAC 60Hz 3W, output "AA" 2.8v 130mA" Indoor Use 
Only, Do Not Expose to Rain. Shows a part number of PC-22-1 and has 
another number "07 02Z" on the label as well. 


It's fancy and has the same label, in French, on the other 
Side....ooo00 la la. 


I bought this before Christmas for $11.49 at Wally World. I've charged 
and recharged the batteries about 15 or 16 times now. I use them in 
my digi cam, my general coverage shortwave receiver, and a small 
camping flashlight. I haven't done any scientific testing on how long 
they last between charges, I have a dozen of these batteries now so I 
don't seem to have a problem keeping them charged, or at least some of 
them charged. 


The only thing I didn't like about this unit is, it feels like it gets 
a little warm when plugged in with 4 dead batteries. Not hot, just 
warm.

I have a Colpitts VFO that gets pulled about 300Hz high when I transmit. 
The two sources of pulling that I know about are caused by a) change of 
supply voltage or b) change of load on transmit. 


The VFO as a whole is supplied from a regulated 11.5v supply. The DVM reads 
11.50 in both receive and transmit. 

Within the VFO, the oscillator (3.5MHz) and varactor are fed from a 9v 
regulator. A 74HCT86 used as frequency doubler and buffer is fed from a 5v 
regulator. 


The oscillator is buffered from its load by a 2-transistor feedback amp and 
a couple of stages of digital buffering. 


This seems like overkill to me in terms of supply stabilization and 
buffering. So what other causes of pulling have I overlooked?

I have already sent some answers to John W2AGN, but both are great 
questions so I'll let the list know the answers as well. 


Let's take the second question first. Prior to last year's event we had 
several long exchanges with some wonderful folks here on qrp-l. You may 
recall a discussion about just how far can you "pull" a XTAL. Doc 
Megacycle among others helped us see that heterodyning, or mixing 
frequencies from crystals, would greatly enhance the range of a rig, so 
we decided to draw the line there. No heterodyning is allowed, but 
anything short of that is ok. 


Part of what we want to encourage with an event such as RMFF is to get 
"“rock-bound" rigs on the air, and also to encourage folks to play with 
ways of enhancing these simple circuits. So PTO's in the circuit, 
variable capacitance in the circuit, etc. are allowed. And the SST, 
since it is VXO, is a crystal rig at heart. 


The first question never came up last year: none of the folks who 
submitted logs had worked any of the Special Stations! And none of the 
folks who worked the Special Stations submitted logs. But as I recall 
our discussion of the scoring, and as I would read the rules (and I did 
write them based on our club's deliberations), the 1,000 point 
multiplier is intended on top of the crystal rig multiplier. So John has 
amassed an extraordinary score!! There may be a few other ops who can 
beat it, though, if I was hearing right. 


As I mentioned yesterday, this is only the second year for the event, 
and it was very rewarding to hear all the "flea powered" signals both 
last night and this morning. We are always open to suggestions for the 
event, and have received a number already. Please feel free to toss in 
your 2 cents' worth: we will take all suggestions seriously.

As a followup on the penny heat sink..... I decided to try enhancing the 
thermal path from case to sink by soldering (that's right - soldering) 
the transistor case to the penny. 


I plugged a 2N2222 into a transistor checker, displaying Hfe as 146, then 
put on a tiny bit of rosin flux and heated the joint with a 750 F iron 
until the solder flowed and made a tiny fillet. The Hfe rose to over 350, 
then gradually came back down to 147 over the course of several minutes.A 
leakage and breakdown test would be a wise thing, no doubt (my checker 
won't do that) but it probably survived fine. 


A dab of flat black paint for good radiation and this should be one 
sturdy 2N2222 


OK, whose thermo is good enough to calculate the effectiveness of this 
heat sink? Not I for sure, all I learned about was the steam tables :%))

In practice, the output frequencies of different Rock-Mites actually differ 
a little bit, depending on your input voltage and slight differences in the 
values of components in the oscillator circuit. With such a low power 
output, you don't have to worry about QRMing somebody. Just dive in! With 


such a wide receive bandpass on the Rock-Mite, there's always room for one 
more. It's good practice to use the audio filter between your ears! The 
more peanut whistles the merrier! What kind of antenna were you using? I 
was feeding a simple dipole strung between the house roof and an adjacent 
Douglas Fir. The dipole is attached to the tree via an eyebolt and a pully 
and a commercial fishing weight for counter-balance. In the series of 
storms which have hit the Puget Sound region recently, including substantial 
winds, that pully system has been doing its job! I can look out the window 
of the hamshack and see the counter-weight bouncing up and down.

Noise levels were way too high on 7040 kHz last night. I still think 

QRPers would be much better off moving down to 7030 kHz, like the Europeans. 
This morning I called CQ constantly on 14 059.25 kHz with my Rock Mite 20 

for two hours, yielding one very marginal 2-minute QSO with Albert, K7SBK, 

in Mesa, Arizona. That's a distance of 1955 km or 1274 miles. After the 

Burst time, I tuned into the NCDX/IARU beacon network on 14.1 MHz, and could 


only hear Hawaii and New Zealand. No California, no Nunavut, no New York . 
. So, I guess propagation wasn't favoring the Pacific Northwest. I hope 

others were more uccessful!

Birds resting on your feedpoint would have a different view. Your feedline 
might be longer or shorter as required. 


Seriously though I think it may change the position of your major lobes on 
some bands. Im not sure which. I believe that generaly you get the greatest 
gain through the feedpoint of a corner fed loop. If you move it from SE 
corner to NE corner, on some bands it will move your major lobe by 90 
degrees. Actually I think the NE corner might work out better for working 
Europe and Middle East while SE might be slightly better for working South 
America and Africa. Attached are two links to Cebik articles on horitzontal 
loops with antenna modeling results by corner vs side feed on several bands. 


Only problem is that the loops are 80 and 160 so you will need to make the 
mental conversions. I was a bit preoccupied at the time.
